Silla Is Held in Fortress. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) - 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 3.—In the 
face ‘of a rain and snowstorm today, 
Emperor Nicholas followed on foot the 
body of his grand-uncle, Grand Duke 
Michael Nicholaevitch, as it was borne 
from the railway station, a distance of 
ter and St. Paul. 

The route of march was lined on 
either side by a wall of troops Which 
insured the Emperor's saiety from the 
Terrorists, but the g:eater danger 
from the elements he made no attempt 
to avoid. When he arrived at the ca- 
thedral within the fortress, the Em- 
peror and others of royalty who ac- 
3 him, were drenched to the 
skin. 

Fear was expressed that His Ma- 
jesty might suffer an attack of oneu- 
monia as a consequence of his ex- 
posure, and the requiem mass was de- 
layed for an hour to permit of a com- 
plete change of clothing. 

The body of the Grand Duks was re- 
ceived at the railroad stat!on from 
Cannes, France, where he died on De- 
cember 18. Emperor Nicholas, accom- 
panied by Prince Henry of Prussia 
and Prince Nicholas of Greece, -thir- 
teen grand dukes and 100 generals ~ 
admirais, took formal possession 
the body, over which a brief — 
was held. 

The casket was then borne on the 
shoulders of the 
grand dukes an

“It would be an outrage to deport 
this young woman,“ said Attorney 
Davis, yesterday. “Usually when I 
have a case of this nature I decline to 
discuss it. But in the case of Wong 
She, I believe a little publicity may 
help the cause of the unfortunate 
young woman. 

„I have never heard of a more piti- 
able case. The voung woman is ab- 
solutely at the mercy of the immi tion 
officers, unless the court allow the 
writ of habeas corpus.

LARGEST WEST OF CHICAGO. 


EDISON COMPANY TO ERECT 
HUGE PLANT AT LONG BEACH. 


EDLANDS, Jan. 3.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch.) The Southern Califor- 

nia Edison Power Company has 
secured a site at Long Beach on which 
to construct what is said will be the 
biggest steam power plant west of 
Chicago. When completed it will have 
cost $10,000,008.
